Operation Sixty-five

Since retiring from the official full-time ministry 
less than 4 years ago, I have seen a little of 43 
countries and colonies, making a total of 110 visited 
during my mission travels that have taken me 
around the world several times. As my 65th birthday 
is just around the corner, so to speak, and inas- 
much as I have just returned from what may well 
be my last long missionary journey, I am terming 
this article “Operation Sixty-five.” 


Experience in Central America 


During my last trip I traveled throughout Mexico 
and Central America, and it was quite a venture for 
a man of my age. The original itinerary called 
for visits to all of the South American countries, but 
hindered by force majeure I limited my travels to 
Mexico, Guatemala, El Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica and Panama. Suffice to say God blessed 
in the services everywhere in spite of the fact I was 
sick for quite some time and unable to get into the 
services as one should. I preached 37 times and 54 
souls came to God in the meetings. Among them was 
a young Roman Catholic priest, Rev. Jose Gabriel 
Duenos Alfaro of Santa Tecla, El Salvador. Brother 
Alfaro is well educated in Spanish and Latin, having 
spent 14 years studying in a seminary. His father, a 
general in the Salvadorian Army, is now serving as 
military attache in the embassy of El Salvador at 
Washington, D. C. 


I can read the Bible in 6 languages and under- 
stand it fairly well, but I had never had a Latin 
Bible in my hands before meeting Brother Alfaro. 
He marveled at it when I picked up the Book and 
started to read, translating the text into Spanish. 
When I left for Panama I encouraged him to go on 
with God and remain faithful to the Lord. At that 
time a voice came to me in my own language say- 
ing, “I will do it.” I thought that it was he speaking, 
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but he told me later that he did not know a word 
of English. Evidently it was the voice of God expres- 
sing Brother Alfaro’s sentiment. 


After two trips to Rome and having enjoyed fame 
and the wealth of this world all of his life, it calls 
for a great sacrifice on the part of this young 
brother, 23 years of age, to step out by faith on the 
promises of God, but he says he is determined. Please 
pray for him. 

He came to live in a small room at the Bible School 
dormitory and plans to attend school to study the 
Church of God doctrine. The place where he sleeps 
does not have a window in it, just open around the 
top for ventilation, yet he seems to be very happy 
and is cooperating with Brother McCullough whole- 
heartedly. 


. One day they were looking for someone to take a 
wheelbarrow load of vegetables from the mission gar- 
den to the central market when Brother Alfaro 
volunteered for the job. Stooped over pushing a 
wheelbarrow, everybody could see the bald spot on the 
top of his head, in the form of an ugly scar where 
the Catholics had shaved his head then burned the 
hair roots with acid to keep them from growing 
out again. Pray that this brother will receive the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost and go through with God 
at any cost, for in so doing he will no doubt be able 
to win some of his former companions. He and an 
Italian priest at one time were on the verge of 
commiting suicide together because they were so dis- 
gusted with the empty Roman Catholic rituals. The 
Pentecostal message has given him fresh courage. 


This is another outstanding work of the Lord, one 
among many that I have been privileged to witness 
through His almighty power, and I can only be 
humbly grateful that He uses a 65-year-old instru- 
ment still, to accomplish a purpose for Him.

@ INTO GOOD GROUND 


A thrilling story is told in excerpts from three dif- 
ferent letters written by Lovell R. Carey, Honolulu, 
Hawaii. One can feel with him the throb of a com- 
passionate heart as he looks about for fruits of his 
labors, and then the rejoicing of a heart quickened 
with hope because of the experience that he tells 
about. 

FIRST: 

Of all my burdens here the one that is heaviest to 
bear is to see the gospel go forth and not too much 
visible results. It just makes me-cry my heart out at 
times. I visit, pray, preach, and do all that I can, it 
seems, but it takes years to get the Buddhist to see the 
light on Jesus Christ and His saving power. It takes 
at least one year of regular visitation, or sometimes 
even more, to get one in church just one time. 

I would like to add something along this line. Only 
six per cent of the people .of these islands are 
Protestant. The rest are Buddhist, Catholic, Mormon, 
and a few others that are not quite as large. The 
Buddhists number 100,000 with the Catholics number- 
ing 120,000. 

If a man wants to go to a mission field, he should 
first be appointed to Hawaii and then if five years 
later he still has the desire to labor in Hawaii or any 
other place the Board would want him to go, he really 
has the call to be a missionary. 

SECOND: 

The best report in a long time is that Saturday, 
when we went to the park to take the children for an 
outing, a Japanese lady was there and was hungry for 
the Word of God. She had been a Buddhist all her 
life and she just drank up the Word that we gave to 
her. Saturday evening Brother Nakashima, and his 
wife, and Brother and Sister Lopez and I went to her 
home, and she gave us all of her Buddhist possessions.

Sunday morning (yesterday) I took her three children 
to Sunday School for the first time in their entire life. 
The lady is going to go with us this coming Sunday.

We just rejoice 
at this victory. It is so seldom that a Buddhist turns 
from his faith, that this is a real victory for us. 

Also, Brother Lopez went to a home yesterday morn- 
ing and conducted service for about 30 people that 
had gathered. 


' THIRD: 


Every church here is having a D.V.BS. this year, 
and Sister Carey and I will be conducting three of 
them. This. September we are having. “Know Your 
Church Week” in all of our churches. 

God is still graciously blessing and the work is look- 
ing better all the time. The Buddhist lady, or the 
former Buddhist lady, that is, of whom I wrote in my 
previous letter, went to church with us yesterday. Not 
only did she attend, but her four children as well. 
Her conversion has been a blessed event for us. 

Dear reader, take courage in your asking for the 
heathen, for perhaps yours was the very prayer that 
made this heart the fallow ground that was ready to 
receive the seed of God’s Holy Word! 


FROM INDIA 


We have organized 18 new churches this year, one is 
in Coimbatore, a large city in the Tamil field. We 
went down on the Malabar Coast last month and ac- 
cepted 3 churches, one of which has over 50 members. 
Some of the brethren from these churches visited with 
us in Coonoor during our convention and were blessed 
and decided they wanted to be with the Church of 
God. They returned to their churches and arranged 
meetings for us. 


We had our Tamil field state convention in Madurai 
from May 22-25. It was a great convention; many 
souls were saved, and 5 were filled with the Holy 
Ghost. We long to see a heaven-born revival sweep 
throughout India.

We have just closed the fourth consecutive cam- 
paign. Susan conducts a series of meetings for the 
youth in the afternoon, and then I have the adult 
service in the evening. We are so grateful that God 
has been pleased to place His seal of approval upon 
our efforts. Just in Pietermaritzburg we have over 16 
outstation Sunday Schools. As yet we do not know the 
exact number of services convening each week. 

I am preparing a 4 by 6 foot map of this section of 
the country, on which we plan to pinpoint our out- 
stations and mission efforts. Then, too, we are pre- 
paring a full directory of services. I have 5 established 
churches in Greater Pietermaritzburg but from 
Obededom Temple alone my missionaries, evangelists, 
and Christian workers hold between 40 and 50 serv- 
ices each week. At Obededom, counting the daily 
prayer sentinal, youth services, and midweek services, 
we have 17 services; of these I attend 8. 

It is still rather a hard “drag” as I am in a building 
project also. We have converted the garage into my 
vestry, and built a lecture room 24 by 18. plus some 
other remodeling. 

We have never set such a high value and esteemed 
the Church's stand for holiness more than now, that 
we are so far from Montgomery Avenue. I do believe 
that my association with the Church of God in the 
States did something to me which is not going to rub 
off easily.

The first meeting of the assembly began at 5:00 
a.m., and each morning a prayer meeting was held 
at this hour. Visiting ministers from the States in- 
cluded J. L. Gooden, J. H. Hughes, W. R. Wilbanks, 
R. V. Dillingham, and A. W. Brummett. Brother P. F. 
Taylor, the island overseer, reported 165 revivals were 
conducted last year, with 6,856 converts, 1,805 sanc- 
tified, 599 received the Holy Ghost, 1,401 baptized in 
water, 1,608 added to the church. Fifteen new 
churches were organized, 14 new Sunday Schools, and 
13 new Y.P.E.’s. 

The Bible College, under the direction of S. L. 
Peterson and faculty, presented an impressive pro- 
gram, and an offering of $71.42 was received for the 
school. The financial reports, island-wide, are amaz- 
ing, and it appears that God has given increases in 
every phase of the work. The total membership is 
now 11,064, and a great delegation attended the con- 
vention each day. 

The convention climaxed with a mighty message on 
the same grand theme, “The just shall live by faith,” 
by the General Overseer, the Reverend Houston R. 
Morehead. With the inspiration of this text burned in- 
to our hearts, we the people of Jamaica go back to 
our labors to live more abundantly and to labor and 
work for God in the faith, for the just shall live by 
faith. This is a portion of the wonderful report

communion service in Pastor Lacomb’s church (Port- 
au-Prince) the Thursday night before Easter. It is a 
very strict custom here in Haiti to observe Holy Week 
to the last detail, and hence on Thursday night they 
held the communion and foot-washing service. 


I was told that we two were the only people there 
that were not required to have a ticket in order to 
attend. Tickets are issued to all the church members, 
because if they did not restrict the communion serv- 
ice to the members possibly several thousand people 
would come to get the bread and wine. For the serv- 
ice, a table that I estimated to be 30 feet long was set 
up across the front of the church. By using this long 
table, seated on both sides, they could serve approxi- 
mately 50 people at one time. 


The service itself was very impressive, and God 
blessed the hearts of all of us Christians as we par- 
took of the bread and wine and meditated on the body 
and blood that they represented. Brother Beaty 
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preached on the subject “The Blood” and God blessed 
in that sermon. After prayer Brother Lacomb and I 
washed feet as a symbol of our observation of this 
portion of the ceremony. (The great crowd made it 
impossible for everyone to wash feet.) After this the 
supper was begun. While the accordion played “Come 
and Dine” the Christians marched, 50 at a time, to the 
table, and were seated and served. It was truly a 
marvellous time of fellowship for all of us. 

Brother Beaty and I kept count of the number of 
times that table was served, and there were 15 tables 
full of people who took their turn during the com- 
munion service. Figuring this up, there must have 
been over 750 people who participated in the service. 

The Spirit of God hovered over the ceremony in 
wonderful measures, and when the service was over, 
all the congregation was given to a.spirit of prayer 
and praise to God. I believe everyone felt a special 
portion of the spirit of fellowship and the Spirit of 
God in that service. God is surely blessing our efforts 
for Him on this field, and we are working toward 
doing more for Him. We need and desire your prayers.

Growing Interest in the Gospel | 


OR SOME TIME we have been anxious to ac- 
quaint you with the work in Panama. It has 
been quite a while since we have written any- 
thing concerning our church activities in this area. 
The Bible school was officially opened April 16 with 
22 enrolled and about 6 more to come later. We are 
very happy to have the help that has been given to 
us and we feel that this will be a very successful 
year. Our Bible school is different in that both Spanish 
and English are spoken. Brother Hiram Almirudis, 
Assistant Youth Director for Latin America, is in- 
structing in Spanish, and Brother Vergil Wolf in 
English. In the opening service I noticed that every- 
one was rejoicing, and interest was extremely high. 
We built two dormitories on cement base-on the 
ground level under the church. We thank God for all 
of you who are responsible for the success of this 
school. Naturally, a two-month course is all too short, 
but it certainly will serve as a start and if our plans 
materialize we would like to have a term of from 4 
to 6 months next year. We are in desperate need of 
workers in both Spanish and English. It seems that 
the Spanish are more stable in the Word once they 
are saved, but the West Indians, who are English- 
speaking, seem to get easily mixed up in the Word. 
Therefore, it is our prayer that the Lord will help us to 
see that the English students will be so grounded in 
the Word that they will be apt not only in preach- 
ing, but also in teaching. We have some wonderful 
prospects and the fields here are ripe unto harvest. 


There is a great burden upon us for this field, and 
we are beseeching the Lord to anoint all of us with 
more of the Holy Ghost and with power. We have 
seen wonderful results, after prayer and fasting, by 
workers who go out into the field. We want to make 
this a banner year for the glory of God, and to see a 
sweeping revival among the churches and the workers. 

At Santa Rita two of our workers are doing much to 
reach the unreached. These people are about the 
poorest I have seen. They are a mixed group, and 
from what I can gather they are the descendants of 
West Indians brought over by Morgan, the pirate, 
in the early days. They are very dark and have inter- 
married with the Indians of this region. Some speak 
Spanish, some Creole, and others English, but all in 
all, theirs is a peculiar tongue. There is no church 
in all of this area and we are the first to reach 
them. Miracles of healing caused them to be interested 
in the gospel. A lady past 70 years was bedridden with 
arthritis in both ankles and feet. She was prayed for 
at her home one Sunday and that very night the 
Lord healed her. The next morning she was up and 


down the road telling everyone what the Lord had 
done. Her 93-year-old husband was healed of bursitis 
after witnessing this miracle. Thank God, it makes no 
difference as to age and the Lord is no respecter of 
persons. 


One sister was healed of lung trouble, and another 
sister who had been bitten by a dog was prayed for 
and healed. Her foot had developed what appeared to 
be gangrene. A brother that had been hit by a falling 
tree came to listen to the services last Sunday. 
When he saw us praying for the sick, he asked if he 
could be prayed for. The Lord healed him and on 
Tuesday while we were looking over the site that had 
been donated to us, this same brother came and 
stated that he was healed, and wanted to make sure 
of his salvation. He was a different person. This, of 
course, caused interest to be increased. So far, 18 per- 
sons have been baptized and there are more to follow. 
These people have nothing of worldly, goods and I 
have placed in the budget for Santa Rita a request 
for $400 that.we hope will be approved. Brother and 
Sister Greaves are doing an excellent work there. 
Yesterday, Brother Greaves spent the day beginning 
to clear the land and preparing it for a church 
building in the near future. The land was donated by 
a Creole brother. Sister Greaves and Sister John, who 
is helping the Greaves in this work, both speak Creole, 
Spanish, and English. Sister John is turning out to be 
an excellent worker for the Lord, and we do appreciate 
her ministry. 

Another request that has been placed in the budget 
is for the Rio Abajo church. Brother and Sister Bowen, 
some years ago, took one side of their home and fixed 
it for church services, but since the work is now 
moving so rapidly, this place is too small. We placed 
Sister Claris Weeks in full charge of this work nearly 
a year ago and God has blessed there. After finding 
out that they have nearly $300 in their building fund, 
I suggested that they commence looking for a site. I 
have requested about $800 to purchase a piece of land 
they have in mind, and they can do the rest. If any- 
thing could be done for the above two projects we 
certainly will appreciate it very much. 


RECENTLY WE MADE a trip with our 
car into the Vulcan mountain area to northern Pan- 
ama. The work up there is progressing and interest 
in the gospel is growing right along. We left the car in 
Concepcion and took a bus to Vulcan where we were 
met by brethren from Caissen with horses. This trail 
is an old Indian trail that has been used for centuries, 
no doubt, and since the area is mountainous, we 
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traveled both up and down the steepest trails I have 
ever seen. After riding horseback continuously for 
seven hours (I am. not a horseman, and the last 
hours were in darkness), we arrived totally exhausted. 
All I could see was somewhere to stretch out, but 
with the hungry hearts of all of the people gathered 
together to meet us, we simply had to have a service 
of some kind. The Lord helped us through a meeting 
and again the next day we had a glorious time wor- 
shiping Him. A site 60 by 120 feet has been donated 
and members have been allocated the task of bring- 
ing in fifteen pieces of lumber each. They even know 
the size that this lumber must be cut, and we want to 
put in $100 for the roofing. The following day we 
traveled six hours horseback to Quebrada Vuelta where 
we had a glorious service. We dedicated children 
that night and many testified to healing for their 
bodies. 

A new work has been opened at Cerron, which is 
about three hours by horseback from Quebrada Vuelta. 
The brother in charge there is a precious saint of 
God. He acted as our guide a part of the way on 
this trip, during which we had to cross a river that 
was to take us to Concepcion where we were scheduled 
to hold two services. We had been riding for nearly 
five hours when we met a sister whose husband had 
been sick in bed for many days. She was sick also, 
and their daughter had a: skin ulcer about three 
inches across. We were extra tired because the last 
hour had been spent in descending a steep mountain 
on foot, with the horses trailing after. My legs felt like 
two boards and were about. as stiff. The time we spent 
in the home of these people caused us to miss the 
train, but the testimony we have for an ever-present 
God is glorious. The man was healed straightway and 
got out of bed and walked. His wife was healed, and 
the girl with the ulcer said that the pain and soreness 
had left immediately. After they gave us water to 
drink we were on our way. 

We learned at Esquito that the train had left fifteen 
minutes earlier and the next one would be leaving the 
following morning, but having sensed that we were 
going to be too late, we had prayed and said to the 
Lord, “Your will be done.” If He wanted us to stay 
over, we knew it would be for a reason. We sat in the 
shade for a few minutes and a private official car 
for the railroad came by. The driver made a telephone 
call at the station and as he returned to the car we 
asked him if he had room for us. He at first shook 
his head, but as he looked at us, something seemed to 
change his mind and he said, “Get in.” We said a 
hurried good-bye to Brother Domingo, who would be 
taking the horses back, and we were on our way. This 
was a spur of the main line, and after arriving at 
the main line, he moved over the switch and back 
down the main railroad to the station. He took out 
our luggage and would not even accept pay for his 
trouble. In less than ten minutes the train that we 
had missed came, and we were soon heading for 
Concepcion. How the Lord led us in all of this is 
much more marvelous than can be told. We preached 
that night at Concepcion and had a good service. But 
the next night we had a service that will long be 
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remembered. The power of God came down and it 
seemed that the whole church was electrified with 
the multitude of people that came forward. There 
must have been at least 18 that testified to instantane- 
ous healing. 

Our next schedule was to take us some six miles 
toward Panama City, to Las Lomas, and during the 
day, workers went about the city broadcasting about 
the meeting that night. We had fasted for the service 
and the crowd was so large that we met in the open 
air. The Lord moved in a glorious way and many 
were saved that night. We left Las Lomas with our 
hearts full of praises to our God, who had been 
with us and revealed Himself to those who are hungry 
for Him. The same Jesus*whom the Word states 
“went about doing good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil” had gone before us on this 
journey. After service at Las Lomas, I had to drive 
all night, about 340 miles, to Panama City. We stopped 
only for gas once and we slept for thirty minutes. 
This schedule was a tight one. It had to be, as the 
rains would soon be upon us and we had to help 
prepare the Bible school session that was ahead. All 
in all, it was a wonderful trip. 

Tomorrow we are leaving for the Darien country 
for about two weeks. We want to establish work not 
too far from Garachine where we have our head- 
quarters church for that area. We intend to try to 
reach the Indians there. The two predominating 
tribes are the Khunas and Chokos. The former con- 
sider themselves superior to the latter. But I dare say 
they are all alike in the sight of God, as He is no 
respecter of persons and is not willing that any 
should perish but that all should be saved. The Khunas 
are the tribe that cause all the opposition to civiliza- 
tion moving into the southern part of Panama. It is 
the wildest section in the republic and it extends down 
into Colombia. But our God is able and willing to 
help us, and He will open the way. We plan to place 
Brother and Sister Lucero on the Osborn evangelistic 
fund in order to help them as they continue on after 
we leave there. We would like to request much 
prayer for this project. 

After this trip we will be helping in the Bible 
school, as the rains no doubt will be starting. We can 
then get rested and get away from some of the 
dysentery that has been trying to get hold of me 
during my last two trips north. 

I would like to say that Brother and Sister Vergil 
Wolf are precious people doing a mighty fine work 
for the Lord. They are hard and able workers for the

UBERLANDIA, BRAZIL 


We have just finished our convention in the Central 
Region of BraziJ, and thought you would be interested 
in hearing about it. The actual convention lasted 
three nights and two days, but the people had al- 
ready gathered and were in full progress a night 
ahead of time. The evening services were a real bless- 
ing. The aisles and front steps were crowded with 
those standing. I noticed under one window, which 
was high off the ground, that someone had put up a 
ladder and it was full of people trying to see and 
hear. Brother Hargrave preached the two nights he 
was with us. 

The days started with an early morning prayer 
meeting, then after coffee and bread, which is what 
most Brazilians consider breakfast, the ministers met 
for two hours. There were 21 licensed workers present. 
Then there was a Bible study conducted by one of the 
pastors, and one morning a question and answer 
period conducted by Brother Vessie D. Hargrave. The 
afternoon services were dedicated to L.W.W.B. and 
Y.P.E. 


All visitors were taken care of in the homes of the 
families in the three Goiania churches. The cooking 
was done behind the church on a hand-made, out- 
door stove. One plate, heaped with beans, rice, and 
usually one other item, served for as many as four 
adults. If they had a spoon, they used it, but if not, 
well ...no one left hungry! Everyone returned home 
encouraged, revived, and ready to work harder this 
year than ever before. Some were saved, and some 
were filled with the Holy Ghost. The thing that Bill 
and I were really happy about was that two young 
men said they felt called to the ministry. Brazil 
desperately needs new, young workers, and we feel 
that this is a good start. 


We are already hearing of good results from the 
revivals which were held during the united revival 
of the Church of God, April 6-20. Many of them 
started when the convention was over. 


Brother Hargrave and Bill left Goiania and went to 
Brasilia, the future national capital of Brazil, to see 
about the possibilities of starting a work there in the 
near future. We have about thirty-five members who 
have moved there already, and we want to get in on 
the ground floor and grow with the city. Bill will be 
back up there in a few days. The prospects look good. 

A little bit about our BIG project for this year—the 
Bible school. ‘The Missions Board has sent us $2,000 
which was alloted last year, and with the offerings 
that others have sent, we will have enough to make a 
good start. IT WILL BE THE FIRST PENTECOSTAL 
BIBLE SCHOOL TO BE BUILT IN ALL BRAZIL! 
Bill has drawn up tentative plans, and wants to talk 
with a constructor while in Goiania to get an estimate 
on cost, etc. Brother Wayne McAfee is working on 
textbooks and the curriculum for the school. 

We trust, as we solicit your prayers, that each suc- 
ceeding report will show real advancement in every 
phase of our endeavors in Brazil. —Rhoda Watson

Every obtainable hut and eve 
available room and the five churc 
buildings were packed to the doors. 
People slept under the stars and 
canvas materia! hung over a few 
sticks; but no one complained, for 
nobody was there for comforts but 
for the blessings of the Lord. I did 
hear one minister say that he re- 
fused to sleep on the floor by the 
door, for everyone shook his dust 
in his face as he entered and left 
the crowded room. 

This is the scene of the annual 
convention on our beautiful rug- 
ged mountain in Chuicaca, Guate- 
mala. It is a unique feast and it 
would not be an — eration to say 
that the entire meeting was a vis- 
itation from heaven, and that this 
3lst annual event was a “roaring 
success” for the church and for the 
glory of God. As usual, it was im- 
possible to estimate the number 
saved, sanctified, and baptized in 
the Holy Ghost. 

In the valley where the cold wa- 
ters flow, 46 believers were im- 
mersed while the message of the 





hour was interpreted into the In- 
dian language by a good brother 
from the Totonicapan church. 
Among the visitors from out of 
the country were our Superintend- 
ent, the Reverend Vessie D. Har- 
grave, and our Editor-in-Chief, the 
Reverend T. R. Morse. Brother Har- 
grave preached a mighty message 
at the end of which the Holy Ghost 
took over, and it was wonderful to 
see the people rejoice in the real 
ecstasy of heaven. Other guests 
came from Michigan, New York, 
and Mexico. A former chaplain of 
the U.S. Army in the last World 
War and a doctor of theology came 
along, and some who chanced to 
hear of the convention decided to 
visit this out-of-the-way place. We 
hope that they carried away fra- 
grance of sweetness in their souls. 
A great healing service took place 
in the women’s meeting while the 
workers’ meeting was in progress. 
Many healings were visible and 
there was real rejoicing among the 
saints through the prayers and 
faith of a oan man from New 
York who preached in Spanish. 
This young evangelist stayed with 
us after the convention and we 
have’ had special meetings here in 
the side lot in Quiche. He is a live 
preacher, and he gave us some 
good messages. Some have accepted 
the gospel and others have come 
closer to it through his efforts. 
I want to say a few words about 
the busy days of Holy Week as they 
call it down here. Far from bein 
holy are the celebrations practice 
by the masses. However, in Guate- 
mala people are getting inclined 
toward the liberty of the gospel 
and are not as fanatical as a few 
years back. For example, if you did 
not remove your hat at the passing 
of the idol procession, someone 
might remove it for you. Now cars 
are driven through the streets on 





Good Friday. You might have been 
knocked off your horse if you wan- 
dered out on that day mounted; 
now you can go anywhere and do 
almost —s in Easter week 
and not be molested. We had our 
horns from the public address sy- 
stem placed at the windows and the 
gos wafted out over the town 
and even over the procession as it 
moved up the street. 

There was a great sunrise service 
in the capital in the open-air 
theater Easter morning, with near- 
ly all the churches taking part; 
thus the gospel is — crowded 
into every corner here in the re- 
public. 

Here in Quiche we had a sunrise 
service and in the afternoon bap- 
tized eight candidates. In the eve- 
ning we celebrated the Lord’s sac- 
rament and practiced the washing 
of the saints’ feet. We also made 
a trip to several outstations with 
our New York evangelist and held 
services in the open air in two 
places. The people gathered around 
and wished us to stay longer, as 
they were becoming interested in 
the things of the Lord. 

In a third place where we got 
out into the open with our little 
light plant and loud-speaker, the 
priest came and started his cam- 
paign about fifty yards from us, 
but he couldn’t interfere with the 
loud-speaker. We _ finished the 
meeting and quite a few were 
prayed with; one man came out 
from the back of the crowd direct, 
to accept the Lord. The pastor of 
the place, Gorge Giron, said that 
he was a criminaland that the peo- 
ple knew he had committed mur- 
der in that town. So we are rejoic- 
ing again in the Lord. We are over 
another Holy Week in Guatemala, 
and pressing forward with the hope 
of a greater future in the work 
here for His glory.

ND HE SAID unto them, Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture” (Mark 16:15). 

Winston Churchill said, “Give us the tools and we 
will finish the job.” 

The greatest foe of world evangelism is not Com- 
munist aggression and initiative, but Christian in- 
difference and lethargy. The Church must mobilize 
its forces and array itself with a vision for the lost 
beyond the confines of our own blessed America, to 
wrestle against principalities, against powers, against 
rulers of the darkness of this world, and against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 

To substantiate this burning responsibility of pray- 
ing, of giving and of going with the message, we 
would only need to visit one time with Brother and 
Sister Searcy and see Nigeria “in the raw”: “We 
visited a home in the bush where triplets had been 
born. The superstitious fear throughout the village is 
that they have been cursed through this event and 
the custom is that death must come to two of the 
children to appease their angry gods.” Children of 
many lands are born in mud huts with dirt floors 
and absolutely no sanitation, but more pathetic than 
this is the fact that they are born in spiritual dark- 
ness. Should we not CALL FOR CHRISTIAN MOBILI- 
ZATION to fulfill the great commission to evangelize 
the world? 

THE COUNTERPART is found in a well-trained 
ministerial staff such as the “Bicycle Brigade” of 
ministers mobilized to evangelize, as those featured 
here. “Ten bicycles bought with the American dollar 
provide these ten national preachers, trained under 
the able ministry of the missionary, to ride through 





patches of the bush with the gospel message.” The 
ministers are paying for the bikes in small monthly 
installments, so that there will be a revolving bicycle 
fund.

A Message With Appeal to Youth 


On the head of this 
would-be Nigerian Santa 
Claus sits an image who 
is supposed to be a 
prophet writing in the 
Bible. This boy has 
heard of a Santa, but he 
knows nothing of the 
Saviour. 

The great commission 
calls for Christian mo- 
bilization to envangelize 
the world by PRAYER 
for the Church’s platoon 
which is “holding forth 
the Word of Life” in the 
darkest places. Have you 
not heard the missionary 
often say, “We need your 
money, but more than 
that we need your 
prayers?” 

. .. Prayers for God’s presence when we seemingly 
are standing alone, hundreds and thousands of miles 
from home and loved ones. 

. . . Prayers when our mail is intercepted, and we 
go for weeks without hearing from home. 

. . . Prayers to enable us to wrestle against wicked 
principalities, evil powers and rulers of the darkness 
of the world which deprive us of our freedom as we 
watch the nationals imprisoned, whipped and threat- 
ened because of their testimony of receiving Christ. 

... Prayers against spiritual wickedness in the 
channels of formalistic churchism that is Christless, 
and a religion of communism that is godless. 

.. . Prayers to release from bondage those whose 
faith is placed in heathen gods. 

. . . Prayers when our children are sick and their 
bodies are raging with fever and disease. 

. .. Prayers when loved ones at home die and we 
are not able to be with the family for the burial. 

... Prayers for courage to stand, for wisdom to do, 
and for love and compassion to portray Christ to the 
lost. 

“Oh, yes,” they say, “many are the hours that are 
dark, but we take refuge when we have faith to be- 
lieve that the Church of God is mobilized at home in 
prayer for us, and that thus we are upheld as we 
fulfill our calling.” 

Let us give the readers a line from our Broth- 
er Wade H. Horton, who recently passed through 
a country that has deprived our church of its 
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freedom, but where, thank God, our anchor holds. “We 
found that the Christians are standing firm for the 
Lord. The European Christians here are very happy 
in the Lord and seem very sound in what they are 
doing. Their hands are tied when it comes to helping 
the natives. Some have not been prohibited from going 
to help them, but they are advised that it is not the 
proper thing to do. It is impossible to understand 
the pressure of such a system as this Police State; 
nevertheless, the natives are continuing to push ahead. 
One church has put in a cement floor since the per- 
secution began. Another bought two gas lamps and 
they are supporting their pastor through tithes and 
offerings. A leader of another denomination was 
amazed at the faithfulness of these black people. One 
of our ministers, in jail for having received a package 
from without the country, remains firm in the faith.” 
In this land, our church pews were chopped to pieces 
by a priest, and our national preachers were beaten 
with leather thongs. 


May I ASK how each of us feels when 
we compare our giving for missions this year to the 
suffering of those who received the message? What 
are the feelings of the One who said, “AS THOU 


HAST SENT ME INTO THE WORLD, EVEN SO HAVE 


I ALSO SENT THEM INTO THE WORLD” (John 
17:18). He spoke these words in order that all might 
hear, and this was vital to the great plan of world 
redemption. 

We have not as yet scratched the surface in our 
mobilization. Our potentials to answer the challenge 
of the God-called missionary lie dormant. We average 
approximately $4 per member per year to save the 
lost—quite a contrast to that of Him who fell prostrate 
in the garden, and sweat, as it were, great drops of 
blood to redeem mankind. 

There is an answer, but first there must be a 
vision—there must be a burden. 


MOBILIZATION of our youth with a concentrated 
effort in each church in each state through the state 
youth board and state offices would be the answer to 
thousands of dollars that would win tens of thou- 
sands of souls. For example, during recent years the 
youth of Ohio sponsored a project of constructing 
the administration building of our Bible school in 
Haiti and at this writing we have been advised that 
they wish to take on a project of $3,000 for the year. 

The project of the Florida state young people last 
year was the support of the Central American Bible 
Institute in El Salvador in the amount of $73,000. 

The youth of South Carolina and Alabama joined 
hands to sponsor sending Brother and Sister Edward 
Kustel to the Gilbert Islands as missionaries. 

North Carolina, Arkansas, Colorado, and other states 
have had projects to augment their interest in 
giving with marked enthusiasm. 

We can offer every Y.P.E. a project within the 
budget that would stimulate the greatest interest for 
the youth in missions that the church has ever ex- 
perienced. Each state, of course, would receive the 
proper recognition for this endeavor. Remember, all 
of your Bible knowledge, all of your orthodoxy, all of 


your spirituality are but make-believe unless we put 
first things first and mobilize to give the gospel to 
the world. This the early church did, “so that all they 
which dwelt in Asia heard the word of the Lord Je- 
sus, both Jews and Greeks” (Acts 19:10). 

Each pastor can mobilize his church auxiliaries, 
and each state can mobilize its forces to provide not 
token commitments, but total commitment as the 
Lord enables them, to meet the forces that are against 
God. Brethren, the shortness of time, the urgency of 
the hour, and the apparent coming chaos and crisis 
in the international affairs demand the reaffirma- 
tion of the fulfillment of our duty of love to God by 
sending the gospel in our prayers and our giving. 

The group or individual who is responding either 
through local and state channels or directly in be- 
half of native evangelism, church construction, lot 
purchases, literature for the lost, scholarship students, 
or just a general offering, is to be complimented. The 
Missions Department stands ready to give every co- 
operation to every state overseer, to every state youth 
director, to every church, and to every auxiliary, as 
well as to every individual. We will assist in any and 
every way possible to mobilize our Christian capacities 
and to fill the great commission to evangelize the 
world. 

Satan is warring against almighty God! These are 
days of battle. UNTOLD MILLIONS. REMAIN UN- 
TOLD, and over half the world remains unevangelized. 
A thousand million sin-blighted, sin-benighted souls 
await with longing “the light of Him whose dawning 
makes all things new.” 

“He that goeth forth and weepeth, bearing precious 
seed shall doubtless come again with rejoicing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him” (Psalm 126:5). 

We must not, in a recession, recede in our giving. 
But we must proceed in our giving and in our pos- 
session. We will, we must, we shall possess the land! 


The pleasure that I have had in working as the 
Executive Secretary in the Missions Department in 
behalf of the church and the augmentation of its 
world vision in evangelism is beyond my capabilities 
to express. 

We have watched with gratitude the work of 
God go forward until it has reached proportions be- 
yond our expectations, doubling itself, because of the 
fine cooperation given by the ministry and mem- 
bership at home and the consecrated staff of mission- 
aries abroad. 

We bid Godspeed to the new officers, praying God’s 
blessings upon them and upon the Board and all 
who have a part in the great crusade for Christ. 

Our parting from Cleveland was unexpected, but 
we accept it as God’s will, though our family is 
scattered—Donald and his wife Jackie in Atlanta; 
Dean and his wife Judy in Richmond, Kentucky; 
Paul Laverne and Carmelita in California—and we 
return to the Dakotas to continue the work which 
we pioneered 35 years ago.
